a) a sulfonylurea herbicide, and 

b) an alkylpolyglycoside.

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further herbicidally active compound c). 

13. (previously presented) The solid mixture as claimed in claim 10, comprising from 
0.5 to 75% by weight of the component a). 

14. (previously presented) The solid mixture as claimed in claim 10, comprising from 
1 to 50% by weight of the component b). 

15. (previously presented) The solid mixture as claimed in claim 10, comprising an 
alkylpolyglycoside having a degree of polymerization of 1-3. 

16. (previously presented) The solid mixture as claimed in claim 15, comprising an 
alkylpolyglycoside having a degree of polymerization of 1-2. 

1 7. (currently amended) A method of controlling undesirable plant growth, which 
comprises treating the plants and/or the area to be kept free of the plants with a 
herbicidal amount of a solid mixture as claimed in c l aim 1 claim 10 . 

18. (canceled) 

19. (previously presented) The solid mixture as claimed in claim 10, further 
comprising ammonium sulfate. 

20. (previously presented) The method of claim 17, wherein the alkylpolyglycoside 
functions as a wetting agent. 

21. (previously presented) The solid mixture as claimed in claim 10, comprising from 
1 to 75% by weight of the component b). 
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
